States 
marshal in New York on a 
charge of blowing up with dynamite a 
New Haven railroad bridge at Mount 
Vernon, N. Y., Sept. 3f 1911. He waived 
extradition and was taken to Indian­ 
apolis. 


Davis also is charged with having 
conspired with the McNamara broth 
ers, Frank M. Ryan and other officers 
of the international Bridge ancl Struc­ 
tural Iron Workers’ union to wreck 
the Mount Vernon and other bridges. 


The marshal asserts that Davis has 
confessed. 


In his confession, it is alleged, Da­ 
vis has implicated union officials. 


Davis was arrested on the complaint 
of Robert J. Foster, a private detec­ 
tive, of Louisville, Ky. Foster charged 
that a conspiracy of Ryan, the McNa­ 
mara 
brothers aud fifty other iron 
workers to transport dynamite to be 
used 
in 
wrecking property of the 
American Bridge company was still in 
existence. 


The formal 
charge against Davis, 
who Is an iron worker, is that he vio­ 
lated the federal law against the trans­ 
portation of high explosives on passen­ 
ger trains engaged in interstate com­ 
merce.

Enraged Boy Kills Six With Axe. 
A crime of incredible savagery wai 
committed by a boy fifteen years old 
who murdered with an axe six per* 
sons in the village of Bashrlage-En- 
Landreau, near Nantes, France. 


The boy, Marcel Redureau, was em­ 
ployed as a vine cutter. 
He and his 
employer, George Mabit, were pressing 
grapes 
together, when a discussion 
arose between them. Redureau became 
angry, seized an enormous axe and 
with a single blow slew Mabit. 


The young murderer then entere«! 
the employer’s house, holding his for 
midable weapon in his hand. He dash­ 
ed up to Mrs. Mabit and struck her 
until she was dead, and then killed a 
servant in the same way. 


The boy then proceeded to another 
room, where he dispatched his em 
ployer's mother, and then followed 
this by killing two of Mabit’s children. 
He spared a third child, aged four, 
lying by their side. 


After completing bis series of crimes 
Redureau went to bed and slept calm­ 
ly. After bis arrest he made a com 
plete confession.

WILSON SIGNS 


TARIFF BILL 


President Used Two Pens to 
Write His Name, 


President Wilson signed the tarifl 
bill in the White House at nine o’clock 
on Friday night, and the measure ii 
now in effect. 


Embraced in its legislation, which 
has been pending in congress since 
April S, is a complete revision and a 
general reduction of nearly all the im 
port duty levied by this government on 
foreign merchandise; a new Income 
tax that will strike every person hav­ 
ing a net income above $3000, and an 
array of important changes in customs 
laws and internal revenue regulations 
which will keep treasury department 
officials busy for many months in ad 
justing 
administrative 
affairs 
and 
which will have an important bearing 
on all trade developments of the coun­ 
try for the next year or two. 


Invited by the president to witness 
the signing of 
the 
measure 
wero 
Chairman Underwood and members of 
the ways and means committeo, Chair 
man Simmons and members of the 
finance 
committee, 
Vice 
President 
Marshall, President Pro Tem. Clarke 
and Majority Leader Kern, of the sen 
ate; Speaker Clark, members of the 
cabinet aud newspaper 
correspond 
ents. 


The tariff bill bearing the signatures 
of Speaker Clark and Vice President 
Marshall, the first Democratic tariff 
measure since 1S94, reached the White 
House in the afternoon, but the presi 
dent adhered to his plan not to sigi 
the measurQ until nine o’clock.

that hour he raised his pen and signec 
his first name, Woodrow. Then he took 
another pen and completed his sigfia 
ture. The first pen was given to Rep

^President Wilson refused repeated 
requests from moving picture conrerns 
and photographers to bo present whon 
the tariff bill was signed. He to' k the 
position that the signing of a lesMa 
tive act of so great importance should 
be a dignified occasion. 


While the law goes into effect at 
once, collectors of customs will con 
tlnue to assess the duties of the old 
Payne-Aldrlch act, withholding 
liquidatiop of each entry until the re­ 
ceipt of copies of the new law. In t-hif 
way it is expected there will be no 
delay in passing importations through 
the customs house and the government 
will be guaranteed the proper duties. 
It wit! probably require ten days for 
the customs service in all parts of thr 
country to adjust itself, even in a gen 
eral manner, to the new law, but it 
will require months before all th^ in 
trlcate problems concerned in its en 
forcement are settled.

“Democratic Ideals.”

that early date, according to Henry 
Dwight Sedgwick in “Italy in the Thir­ 
teenth Century,“ the student* were the 
governing body. 


“The Em peror Frederick Barbaro#- 
sa, who was endow'ed with scant demo­ 
cratic sympathies, had tried to put 
the government of the University of 
Bologna in the. hands of the profes­ 
sors,” says Mr. Sedgwick, “but his sys­ 
tem did not succeed. 
Little by little, 
and not without struggles, the students 
got the upper hand; before the end of 
the century their domination was w^ell 
established, and the professors were 
obliged to take the oath of obedience 
to them. 


’The university was very large, stu­ 
dents came from all western Europe; 
it was computed that the number in 
residence at one timo was as high as 
ten thousand. 
They were of all ages 
from sixteen to forty; some of them 
were men of wide experience, many 
were beneficed clergymen.1' 


In important m atters the student 
body met in general assembly 
T hey 
also appointed rectors for each guild, 
which was a club of students from oue 
particular province. 
The rectors act­ 
ed for the students in most matters. 
These rectors had civil jurisdiction 
over the members of the guilds and ac­ 
quired jurisdiction over the professors 
I when they took the oath of obedience, 
and had virtual authority before that 
owing to the students' power of with- 
j holding fees or putting a ban on any 
set of courses. 


In dealing with the municipal gov­ 
ernment, the pow’er of the university 
lay in the fact that it had no building, 
no property, and could leave Bologna 
on a day’s notice. 
Several tin»*# the 
students forced the towns to terms by 
emigration. 
Lectures were held in a 
professor’s house or in a hired apart­ 
ment.

Those

Various Cities— Mrs. Maud Balling- 
ton Booth Cites Many Cases That 
Have Come Under 
Her 
Personal 
Observation 
In 
the 
Course 
of 
Years. 


EW YORK.—Following swift on 
the recent revolt of convicts in 
Sing Slug, tlieir defiance of war­ 
den and keepers, their threats 
to dynamite the prison and effect a 
general delivery 
has 
coine an Insis­ 
tent question: 


“Is it possible to reform a convict 
and make a good citizen out of him?*’ 
Take that same Sing Sing with its 
army of men incarcerated for crimes 
of almost every kind—burglars, high­ 
waymen, habitual ne’er do wells, com­ 
mon thieves, housebreakers, 
second 
Btory men, pickpockets, bank robbers, 
bigamists, bunco steerers, grafters of 
every degree, accomplished swindlers 
of every kind—take this mass of de 
praved humanity—Is it possible really 
to effect a reformation in more than 
an occasional instance? Is it possible 
to restore a majority of these prison­ 
ers to places of respect and responsi­ 
bility in the world of freedom? 


Possibly a great majority of those 
who asked the question knew that 
certain religious 
organizations, wel­ 
fare societies and other 
charitable 
agencies have long asserted that they 
actually can, and do, succeed In re­ 
forming criminals, men and women of 
the most hardened types; that, they re­ 
store them to their families and see 
them become members of society— 
respected, trusted, and sometimes hon­ 
ored. 
But the average man is apt to 
be somewhat skeptical of such state­ 
ments. 
What he askg for is plain, 
definite, convincing, Indisputable facts. 


No Doubt of Rescues. 


Those whp ask the question and de- 
man proof are, for the 
most 
part, 
practical, level-headed men of affairs. 
In order to ascertain whether a defin­ 
ite, incontrovertible answer to their 
doubts can be obtained inquiry has 
been made of agencies and individuals 
who lia\e much to do with convicts 
discharged from prisons and peniten­ 
tiaries. 
In each instance the attitude 
of those questioned was one of sur­ 
prise that at this day there should 
be any doubt regarding the absolute 
reformation of former convicts. 


One thing that will strike the In­ 
quirer who goes carefully through the 
records is the fact that while hun­ 
dreds of former convicts are today 
successful In business 
undertakings 
and in trades, a large proportion seek 
not to engage in money making occu­ 
pation but to go into rescue work 
themselves. 
Missions of every kind. 
Industrial homes, college settlements, 
all forms of social servicd for 
the 
"down and outers,” seem to appeal 
more powerfully than anything else 
to these rilen who have been down and 
out themselves, and who throw them­ 
selves into the work of reclaiming 
other human wrecks. 


Prominent among those interested 
In the work of rescuing human dere­ 
licts is Mrs. Maud Hallington Booth. 
Here is her testimony on the sub­ 
ject: 


The Way Up From Prison 


By Maud Ballington Booth. 


This is the case of a former convict 
whose 
companions 
nicknamed 
him 
Skinny. 
During his five 
terms 
he 
served over twenty-one years in pris­ 
on 
He was a young man who had 
not had advantages, and in fact had 
stolen from childhood. 


During his last term he contracted 
rheumatism, was so bent and broken 
that he was unable for months to lie 
down and was permitted to do a little 
cobbling in his cell. 'At times his pain 
was ho great that the physician would 
give him a morphine tablet, but in­ 
stead of using them he kept them, in­ 
tending to kill himself when he had 
iaved enough of them. 


“How' many of these would it take 
to kill a man, doctor?” asked Shinny. 


“About twenty/* was the reply, 
On the day that our message reach­ 
ed him lie had accumulated nineteen 
of these tablets, and following our 
talk he went back to his cell and 
threw the nineteen away 
After sub 
sequent interviews 
he 
decided 
to 
come to our New York hems, which is 
one of four maintained by us for re 
leased prisoners. 
He came out on 
crutches and he was Indeed emaci­ 
ated. 


His Reformation Complete. 


During the eleven months he re­ 
mained with us he built up his shat­ 
tered health, and when able to work 
was employed by a gentleman at 13 
* week. 
While hi* employer was able 


to give him a much larger wage he 
wautod to put Skinny to the test. 


Day after day he proved his worth, 
and his wages were increased accord­ 
ingly, so that at the end of a few 
years he was in a position to marry. 
Wherever he has worked he has prov­ 
ed faithful and has given every satis­ 
faction to his employers. 
He Is at 
present holding a position of respon­ 
sibility, is married and has two fine 
young daughters. 
He has lived an up­ 
right life for fifteen years*. 


He is very proud of his kitchen garden 
and the fact that he is the organist 
for our services. 


Last summer he went as caretaker 
to some vacant flats In Brooklyn. He 
rented them all, and the agent let 
him have another house 
with 
the 
same result. 
He returned to the home 
with $30 of his 
earnings, and 
un­ 
known to us in the winter spent |7 
of that amount for flowers for our 
grounds in the spring.

Then there was the case of Tom, ! thriving church in Philadelphia. 
His 


who had served two short terms in 
Sing Sing prior to 1889. 
‘Upon the 
evening of the day of his second dis­ 
charge from Sing Sing Tom, wander­ 
ing down the Bowery, met two of his 
friends, who Invited him into one of 
the saloons to have a drink. 
After 
their third or fourth drink they were 
placed under arrest by detectives from 
headquarters, who charged them with 
a robbery committed that Very day. 


His Innocence of No Avail. 


Tom protested his innocence, saying 
that he was not the man, that he had 
only just come from Sing Sing, and in 
fact did not have time to do a job of 
that kind. 
Despite his denials he was 
locked up, for, unfortunately, Tom's 
appearance tallied almost exactly with 
the description of the missing third of 
the three men who had done the rob 
bery. 


On the day of trial the other two 
men pleaded guilty and received fif­ 
teen year sentences, at the same time 
a ill rmiug that Tom had no part in the 
robbery. 
Tom again protested his in­ 
nocence, saying that he had not com 
mltted the crime, that he had done 
nothing for which he should have been 
arrested. 
He declined to take a plea 
and decided to stand trial. 
On his 
record he was found guilty in short 
order, and as he put the county toUhe 
expense of a trial he was sentenced 
to twenty years In prison. 
He went 
back to Sing Sing soured and sullen 
and with a desire In his heart to get 
even with society for the wrong it 
had done him and a 
determination 
that he would get even when he came 
out. 


How well I remember the 
many 
talks I have had with Tom, and how* 
at times it seemed as though nothing 
that might be sahl would move him, 
but at last God working In His own 
mysterious way saw* fit to change his 
heart. 
Tom put the evil desires and 
evil inclinations hack of him and came 
out of prison a saved man. 


Twelve Years of Upright Life. 


It is now’ twelve years since Tom 
left prison. 
He is holding 
a 
good 
position in one of the towns of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
We h ear, from 
him frp- 
quently and the burden of his letters 
to us is that he thanks God that the 
Volunteer Prison league came into his 
life, and now he has wished that he 
had 
counsel and wise precepts. 


John 0 - was liberated in 1907, hav­ 
ing come under the operation of the 
parole law which permitted life pris­ 
oners who had served twenty years 
and whose conduct had been good to 
be paroled. 
For twenty-seven years 
John had been an inmate of Sing Sing 
prison and for many years of that 
time lrupe and John were strangers. 


We went into that prison tarrying 
a message of hope to such poor souls 
as he, and Jt was with gladness that 
he received the message, and he has 
told u3 now he hoped and prayed that 
the time would come when*.he would 
secure his release, and thanks to the 
wise measures instituted by our law* 
Matters he was one of the first who 
came uud«r the 
operation 
of the 
"lifer' jnwo'i'e law. 
He now holds a 
position of trust and responsibility in 
one of the largest corporation in New 
York city. 


Forty seven Years In Prison. 


Another example, and this one is 
eighty-three years 
old. 
He. 
was, I 
vhink, ihe dean of the prisoners of 
(his suce. fur he had spent forty-seven 
years oi his life in'the prison. In Dan- 


tnora every one knew old Frank. 
He too was a beneficiary of the life 
men's parole Jaw, for he Js now' much 
bent and at times somewhat feeble. 


wife died after presenting him with 
a baby 
Later he became involved in 
a scandal which was of such a char­ 
acter as to render his pastorate unten­ 
able. 
He resigned. 
In a short time 
he was a physical and moral wreck. 
In New York he wras picked up by 
the police and sent to Blackwell’s is­ 
land. 


Made a Useful Citizen. 


After his release he came to us, 
lrankly told his story and accepted out 
proffered aid. 
One of the most elo­ 
quent and scholarly ministers in Phila­ 
delphia, whose letter is on file at the 
prison department, wrote Captain An­ 
derson urging him not to give the fall­ 
en pastor any money, but to accord 
him such assistance as w'ould enable 
him to obtain some sort of a foothold. 
The assistance was given, advice was 
tendered, the man was induced to be­ 
lieve that ali hope was not dead, and 
j he soon recovered some of his lost 
ground. 


Today he occupies a prominent posi­ 
tion with a large organization engaged 
in the work of human uplift. 
He is a 
forceful speaker and an indefatigable 
worker. 
His faith In human 
nature 
and in the ability of the God assisted 
man to rise on “his dead self" is one 
of his most potent assets. 


George F. Warnell had been so fre­ 
quently in prison that he could not 
enter a town without receiving imme­ 
diate orders from the chief of police 
to depart. 
He came to us saying that 
he couid find no place upon which he 
could set his weary feet. 
We inter­ 
ceded for him, obtained a place for 
him on a farm in New' 
Jersey. 
He 
proved faithful and today owrns the 
farm and is doing a general and pros­ 
perous real 
estate 
business. 
Some­ 
times he visits us and often sends 
us a donation for the purpose of help­ 
ing others who were as unfortunate or 
wicken as himself. 


Now’ has this all been worth wiiile? 


I could take up all the space of this 
issue ol The Sun telling the story of 
the reformation of men who at some 
time or other have believed that every 
man's hand was against them. 
Our 
league has proved that good can come 
out of prisons. 
If all that has been 
made public about our prisons during 
the past few* weeks will but find logd-

each odd-numbered year, but the General 
Assembly may by law fix a different day, 
two-thirds of all the members of each 
House consenting thereto:

Section 3. 
All Judgos elected by the 
electors of the State at large may be 
elected at either a general or municipal 
election, as circumstances may require. 
All elections for Judges of tho courts for 
the several 
iudiclal districts, and for 
county, city, ward, borough, and town­ 
ship officers, for regular terms of service, 
shall be held on tho municipal election 
day; namely, the Tuesday next following 
the first Monday of November in each 
odd-numbered year, but tho General As­ 
sembly may by law fix a different day, 
two-thirds of all the members of each 
House consenting thereto: Provided, That 
such elections shall be held in an odd- 
numbered year: Provided further, That ail 
judges for the courts of the several Judi­ 
cial districts holding office at the present 
time, whoso terms of office may end in an 
odd-numbered yqar, shall continue to hold 
their offices until tho first Monday of 
January in tho next succeeding even- 
numbered year.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section one 
of article nine of tho Constitution of 
Pennsylvania, relating to taxation. 
Section 1. Iio it resolved by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the Com­ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met, That the following Is pro­ 
posed as an amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion of the Commonwealth of Pennsylva­ 
nia, in accordance with the provisions of 
the eighteenth artlclo thereof:— 


Section 2. Amend section one of article 
nine of the Constitution of Pennsylvania, 
which reads as follows: 


"All taxes shall be uniform, upon the 
same class of subjects, within the terri­ 
torial limits of the authority levying the 
tax, and shall be levied and collected un­ 
der general Jaws; but the Geneial Assem­ 
bly may, by general laws, exempt from 
taxation public property used for public 
purposes, actual places of rellyious \\k. 
ship, places of burial not used or held for 
prlvaje or corporate profit, and institu­ 
tions of purely public charity,*’ so as to 
read as follows:

After it has become well» aflame the 
flame is extinguished and the red em­ 
ber left to smolder until it is all con­ 
sumed and only a gmall heap of fine 
gray ashes is left.

Spencer made a second and new 
confession, in which he related new 
killings. He was uncertain as to two of 
the murders, but told Captain Halpin 
a circumstantial tale of each of the 
others. He made the second statement 
after he had been kept awake all night, 
reciting what the detectives declared 
to be the 
most 
remarkable tale of 
crime In history. 


“I hit 'em with a hammer or shot 
'em, whichever was near,” he said. 


Following his arrest for the Rexroat 
murder, which was made at the home 
of a woman who had notified the po­ 
lice of his coming, detectives went to 
Spencer’s room, where they found the 
rattan suit case which the tango teach­ 
er had taken with her* on her fatal 
trip to Wayne. She was lured there on 
the pretext that she was to instruct a 
class in the new dance. In it was part 
of her clothing, and not far away the 
revolver with which Spencer killed her. 
Then began his extraordinary re- 
* cital of the murders he has commit­ 
ted. 
Spencer asserted that he had 
the night.

lines 
and 
paved 
street 
cross- 
ings intersect the roads in every di- 
rection, as tarring cannot be carried 
out on stoneb. 


T h e authorities, basing their action 
on the well-known hygrometrical proi>- 
erties of cucjmon salt, have made a 
test of Us value in laying the dust. 
Twenty -yards of roadway have been 
sprinkled liberally with salt and then 
watered freely.

Dwigbt Sedgwick in "Italy in the Thir- 
teenth Century," the student» were the 
governing body. 


"The Emporor Frederick 
Barbaro»- 
sa. who was endowed with scant demo- 
cratic sympathies, had 
tried to 
put 
the government of the University of 
Bologna in the. hands of the profes- 
sors." says Mr. Sedgwick, "but his sys- 
tem did not succeed. 
Little by littlo, 
and not without struggles, the students 
got the upper hand; before tho end of 
the ci^ntury their domination was well 
established, and the profeesors 
were 
obliged to take the oath of obedionco 
to them. 


"Tho university was very large, stu- 
dents came from all western Europe; 
it was computed that the number 
in 
residence at one tlmo was as high as 
ten thousand. 
They were of all agos 
from sixteen to forty; some of thora 
wi^ro men of wide experience, 
many 
were beneficed clergymen." 


In important 
matters 
the 
studi^nt 
body met in general assembly 
Thoy 
also api)olnted rectors for each guild, 
which was a club of students from one 
particular province.

Le< tures 
were held in the morning and the aft 
ernoon.

September 
and 
October, 
and

were short vacations at Christmas and 
Easter and a few holidays for the car- 
nival. 


The courses were long, five or 
eix 
years being the usual period. 
The pro- 
fessors were paid either by the stu- 
dents who attended their courses, or, 
according to a system adopted toward 
the end of the century, by the city Hut 
the professors acquired 
no 
greater 
freedom by this new system, for they 
were elected 
to the endowed 
chairs 
by the students from year to year

The Rev. W. W. Whalen, of St. Pat- 
rick's cathedral, Harrisburg, and a form- 
er assistant rector of St. Mary's Catholic 
church, McSherrystown, was injured and 
the automobile belonging to Mgr.

The impact threw him with consid- 
erable force headforemost against a post, 
injuring his^head. 
Although somewhat 
dazed by the blow on the head. Rev. 
Whalen soon afterward temporarily re- 
paired the car and proceeded to Walton- 
ville, where he celebrated mass, 


Fred. M. Worner, of Philadelphia, who 
in his automobile ran down and killed 
Mrs. Emma J. Gates at Emigsville, Sept.

Shirey disclosed the fact that the body 
was hit with terrific force, as all the ribs 
on one side were shattered, some being 
broken into four and five pieces, splint- 
ered, while the lungs, kidneys and liver 
were badly punctured by the fragments of 
bone. 
External injuries were described, 
and it was the final statement of the phy 
sicians that any one of the various injur- 
ies sustained was sufficent to have caused 
the death of the woman.

E\V YORK.—Following swift on 
the recent revolt of convicts In 
Sing Slug, their defiance of war- 
den and keepers, their 
threats 
to dynamite the prison and effect a 
general delivery 
has 
come an insis- 
tent question: 


"Is it possible to reform a convict 
and make a good citizen out of him? 


Take that same Sing Sing with it» 
army of men incarcerated for crimes 
of almost every kind—burglars, high- 
•waymen, habitual ne'er do wells, com- 
mon thieves, housebreakers, 
second 
story men, pickpockets, bunk robbers, 
bigamists, bunco steerers, grafters of 
every degree, accomplished swindlers 
of every kind—take this mass of de 
praved humanity—is it possible really 
to effect a reformation In more than 
an occasional instance? 
Is it possible 
to restore a majority of these prison- 
ers to places of respect and responsi- 
bility in the world of freedom? 


Possibly a great majority of those 
who asked 
the question 
knew 
that 
certain religious 
organizations, wel 
fare societies and other 
charitable 
agencies have long asserted that they 
actually can, and do, succeed In re- 
forming criminals, men and women of 
the most hardened types; that they re- 
store them to their families and see 
them 
become members of 
society— 
respected, trusted, and sometimes hon- 
ored. 
But the average man is apt to 
be somewhat skeptical of such state- 
ments. 
What he asks for is plain, 
definite, convincing, indisputable facts. 


No Doubt of Rescues. 


Those whp ask the question and de- 
man proof are, for the 
most 
part, 
practical, level-headed men of affairs. 
In order to ascertain whether a defin- 
ite, incontrovertible answer to 
their 
doubts can be obtained inquiry 
has 
been made of agencies and individuals 
who h a \ e much to do with convicts 
discharged from prisons and peniten- 
tiaries. 
In each instance the attitude 
of those questioned 
was one of sur- 
prise that at this day there 
should 
be any doubt regarding the absolute 
reformation of former convicts. 


One thing that will strike the in- 
quirer who goes carefully th»'ough the 
records Is the fact that while hun- 
dreds of former convicts are 
today 
Buccegsful in business 
undertakings 
and in trades, a large proportion seek 
not to engage in money making occu- 
pation 
but 
to go into 
rescue 
work 
themselves. 
Missions of every kind. 


Industrial homes, college settlements, 
t 


all forms of social service for 
the 
"down and outers," seem 
to appeal 
more powerfully than anything 
else 
to thi»se n^en who have been down and 
out themselves, and who throw them- 
selves Into the work 
of 
reclaiming 
other human wrecks.

The Way Up From Prison 


By Maud Ballington Booth. 


This is the case of a former convict 
whose 
companions 
nicknamed 
him 
Skinny. 
During his 
five 
terms 
he 
gerved over tv.enty-ono years in pris- 
on 
He was a young man who had 
not had advantages, and in fact had 
stolen from chijdhood. 


During his last term he contracted 
rheumatism, was so bent and broken 
that he was unable for months to lie 
dovKU and was permitted to do a little 
cobbling in his cell. 'At times his pain 
was Bo great that the i)hyslcian would 
give lilm a morphine tablet, but In- 
stead of using them he kept them, in- 
tending to kill himself when he had 
saved enough of them. 


"How many of these would it take 
to kill a man. doctor?" asked Shinny. 


••About twenty," was the reply. 
On the day that our message reach- 
ed tiim he had accumulated 
nineteen 
of these 
tablets, and 
following 
our 
talk he went back to his cell 
and 
threw the nineteen away 
After sub 
sequent Interviews 
he 
decided 
to 
come to our New York hom^. whicli is 
one of four nialntaiiied by us for re 
leased 
prisoners. 
He came 
out 
on 
crutches and he was Indeed 
emaci- 
ated. 


His Rsformatlon Complete. 


During the el^jven months he 
re- 
mained with us he built up his shat- 
tered health, axid when able to work 
was employed by a geutlemau at 
ft week. 
While his employer was able 


to give him a much larger wage he 
wanted to put Skinny to the test, 


Day after day he proved his worth, 
and his wages were increased accord- 
ingly. so that at the end of a few 
years he was In a position to marry. 
Wherever he has worked he has prov- 
ed faithful and has given every satis» 
faction to his employers. 
He is at 
present holding a position of respon- 
sibility, is married and has two 
fine 
young daughters. 
He has lived an up- 
right life for fifteen years'. 


Then there was the case of Tom, ! 
who had served two short terms in 
Sing Sing prior to 1889. 
'Upon 
the 
evening of the day of his second dis- 
charge from Sing Sing Tom. wander- 
ing down the Bowery, met two of his 
friends, who Invited him Into one of 
the saloons to have a drink. 
After 
their third or fourth drink they were 
placed under arrest by detectives from 
headquarters, who charged them with 
a robbery committed that Very day. 


His Innocence of No Avail, 


Tom protested his innocence, saying 
that he was not the man, that he had 
only just come from Sing Sing, and in 
fact (lid not have time to do a job of 
that kind. 
Despite his denials he was 
locked up, for, unfortunately, Town's 
appearance tallied almost exactly with 
the description of the missing third of 
the tliree men who had done the rob 
bery. 


On the day of trial the other two 
men pleaded guilty and received fif- 
'teen year sentences, at the same time 
affirming that Tom had no part in the 
robbery. 
Tom again protested his in- 
nocence, saying that he had not com 
mitted the crime, that he had 
done 
nothing for which he should have been 
arrested. 
He declined to take a plea 
and decided to stand trial. 
On his 
record he was found guilty in short 
order, and as he put the county toMhe 
expense of a trial he was sentenced 
to twenty years in prison. 
He went 
back to Sing Sing soured and sullen 
and with a desire in bis heart to get 
even 
with society for the wrong It 
had done him and a 
determination 
that he would get even when he came 
out. 


How well I remember the 
many 
talks I have hud with Tom, and how 
at times it seemed as though nothing 
that nilght be said would move him. 
but at last God working In His own 
mysterious way saw fit to change his 
heart. 
Tom put the evil desires and 
evil inclinations back of him and came 
out of prison a saved man. 


Twelve Years of Upright Life. 


It is now twelve years since Tom 
li^ft prison. 
He Is holding 
a 
good , 
position in one of tlie towns of Penn- 
sylvania. 
We 
hoar .from 
him 
f r ^ 
quently and the burden of his hnters 
to us is that be thanks God that the 
Volunteer l^rison league came into his 
Url^ and now he has wished that he 
hiid 
barkened 
earlier 
to the 
gudly | 
counsel and wise precepts. 


John C - 
was liberated in 1907, hav- 
ing come under the operation of the 
parole law which permitted life pris- 
oners who had served 
twenty 
years 
and whose conduct hud been good to 
be paroled. 
For tweijto'-seven 
years 
John had been an Inmate of Sing Sing 
prison and for many years of 
that 
time liDpe and John were strangers. 


We went into that prison Carrying 
a message of hope to such poor souls 
as he, and it was with gladness that 
he received the message, and he has 
lold us now he hoped and prayed that 
the time would come when^ he would 
secure his release, and thanks to the 
wise measures instituied by our law- 
I,miters he was one of the first who 
came und^^r the 
operation 
of the 
"lifer' 
puio'i'e law. 
He now holds a 
position of trust and responsibility in 
one of the largest corporation in New 
VorU city. 


Forty seven Years in Prison. 


AJiother example, and this one is 
tri^hiy-ihree years 
old. 
He. 
was. I 
vUjnli, ihe dean of the prisoners of 
this slave, for he had spent forty-seven 
years oJ hJs life Iji^the prison. In Dan- 
r.. mora every one knew old 
Frank. 
He too was a beneficiary of tho life 
men's parole Jaw, for he is now much 
bent and at times somewha*' feeble. 


He is very proud of his kitchen garden 
and the fact that he Is the organist 
for our services. 


Last summer he went as caretaker 
to some vacant fiats In Brooklyn. He 
rented 
tliem all, and 
the agent 
let 
him have another house 
with 
tho 
same result. 
He returned to the home 
with $30 of his 
earnings, and 
un- 
known to us in tlie winter spent 
|7 
of that amount for 
fiowers 
for our 
grounds in the spring. 


Rev 
F. H. B. was 
pastor 
of a 
thriving church In Philadelphia. 
His 
wife died after presenting him with 
a baby 
Later he became involved in 
a scandal which was of such a char- 
actor as to render his pastorate unten- 
able. 
He resigned. 
In a short time 
he was a physical and moral wreck. 
In New York he was picked up by 
the police and sent to Hlackweir» is- 
land. 


Made a Useful Citizen. 


After his release he came 
to us, 
irankly told his story and accepted out 
proffered aid. 
One of the most elo- 
quent and scholarly ministers in Phila- 
delphia, whose letter is on file at the 
prison department, wrote Captain An- 
derson urging him not to give the fall- 
en pastor any money, but to accord 
him such assistance as would enable 
him to obtain some sort of a foothold. 
The assistance was given, advice was 
tcfudered, the man was induced to be- 
lieve that ali hope was not dead, and 
he soon recovered some of his lost 
-¡round. 


Today he occupies a prominent posi- 
tion with a large organization engaged 
in the work of human uplift. 
He is a 
forceful speaker and an indefatigable 
worker. 
His faith In human 
nature 
and in the ability of the God assisted 
man to rise on *'hls dead self" is one 
of his most potent assets. 


George F. Warnell had been so fre- 
quently in prison that he could not 
enter a town without receiving imme- 
diate orders from the chief of police 
to depart. 
He came to us saying that 
he could find no place upon which he 
could set his weary feet. 
We inter- 
ceded for him, obtained a place for 
him on a farm in New 
Jersey. 
He 
proved faithful and today 
owns 
the 
farm and is doing a general and pros- 
perous real 
estate 
business. 
Some- 
times he visits us and often 
sends 
us u donation for the purpose of help- 
ing oth(-rH who were as unfortunate or 
wickea as himself. 


Now has this all been worth while? 
I could take up all the space of this 
issue ol The Sun telling the story of 
tho reformation of men who at some 
time or other have believed that every 
man's hand was against them. 
Our 
league has proved that good can come 
out of prisons. 
If all that has been 
made public about our prisons during 
the past few weeks will but find logd- 
ment in the hearts and minds of yc\ur 
leaders it will mean wore for tliose 
behind 
the gray wall tiian one can 
well imagine.—Nev^^ York Sun,

Locicing forward to tho approval of 
the 
$50,000.000 state road loan at the 
November elections, the Pennsylvania 
Good Ronds Associations already ont- 
lining a campaign for the passage of a 
law by the legislature of 1915 limiting 
the expenditure from this fund to $5,- 


OOO.OOO in any one year. 


The association realizes that proper 
enabling legislation is almost as im- 
portant as tho loan itself, and it is al- 
ready preparing to make the limiting 
of expenditure tho big issue of the elec- 
tions next fall wherever membPrs of 
the house and senate or state offlcor« 
having to do with the highway depart- 
ment are to be elected. 
Every candi- 
dal e for the legislature will be aslced 
whether or not he favors such a law, 
so that the voters will know In ad- 
vance exactly where he stands. 


Tho association holds that $5,000,000 
a year, in addition to such sums as are 
set aside from current revenues for 
the uses of the highway department, 
will constitute as mucl^ money as will 
be necessary to cany out a systematic, 
economic and practical campaign for 
first class road construction. 


The association sets forth its posi- 
tion on the road loan and the proposed 
legislation in the following address to 
the people of the state: 
To the People of Pennsylvania— 


The Pennsylvania Good Roads Asso- 
ciation commends to the favorable con- 
sideration of the voters the proposed 
amendment to the constitution to per- 
mit the state to issue bonds not ex- 
ceeding $50.000,000 for the construc- 
tion of highways. This amendment hag 
been adopted by two legislatures and 
now requires only the approval of a 
majority at the polls in the November 
election of 1913. 


Issuance of bonds is an approved 
method of financing large enterprises, 
both public and private. 
The consti- 
tution of Pennsylvania grants to all 
municipalities the right to bond them- 
selves for such purposes. Cities and 
towns generally avail themselves of 
this eillclent and economic method of 
providing funds for public works. The 
proposed amendment would extend a 
like privilege to the state Itself In a 
limited degree and for a specific pur- 
pose. 


The need is imperative. Enlightened 
public sentiment demands good roads. 
Pennsylvania Is far behind many of 
her sister states in meeting this de- 
mand. Repeated experience has shown 
that legislatures cannot be' depended 
on to resist the demands for appro- 
priations for public and private char- 
ities to such an extent as to permit of 
adequate supix)rt for road building out 
of the general revenues. A bond Issue 
offers the only alternative, The state 
is out of dt^bt. It can borrow an abun- 
dance of money at low Interest. Re- 
payment of tho loan through the ac- 
cumulation of a sinking fund and its 
interest earnings during a long period 
of years will impose no serious bur- 
den on the revenues. Farms and other 
real estate will not bo called upon to 
pay a dollar of this, because there is 
and can be ¡n r.t'ito tax on real estate 
in Pennsylvania.

Robbery Was His Motive. 


While the Chicago police are con- 
vincod that Harry Spoucer Is guilty of 
many murders besides that of Mrs, 
Mildred Allison Rexroat. they were 
forced to conclude that his statement 
of murdering tweuty-flvo persons is an 
exaggeration. 


Spencer is addicted to the 
opium 
habit, a symptom of which is gro- 
tesque Imagination. Some years ago 
the police learned that while he was in 
prison at Joliet on a charge of larceny 
the 
prison 
authorities had regarded 
him as mentally defective and from 
time to time had confined him in the 
Infirmary. He told fellow prisoners of 
having committed several murders. 


Press dispatches from Detroit, Dela- 
van Lake, Wis., and Goshen. N. Y., 
further shook official faith in the con- 
fessions, Investigations at these three 
points, while not absolutely disproving 
Spencer's statements, Indicated 
that 
there was little likelihood tha,t they 
were true. 


An investigation which will require 
some time will be necessary. It is said, 
before It can be determined Just how 
much of the prisoner's tale is tnle and 
how much Action. 


"Some of his tales probably are Ac- 
tion," said Captain Halpin, "but on the 
whole I bellece he Is almost as great a 
criminal as he claims to be." 


Spencer made a second and new 
confession. In which he related new 
killings. He was uncertain as to two of 
the murders, but told Captain Halpin 
a circumstantial tale of each of the 
others. He made the second statement 
after he had been kept awake all night, 
reciting what the detectives declared 
to be the 
most 
remarkable tale of 


crime in history. 


"I hit 'em with a hammer or shot 
'em, whichever was near." he said. 


Following his arrest for the Rexroat 
murder, which was made at the home 
of a woman who had notified the po- 
lice of his coming, detectives went to 
Spencer's room, where they found the 
rattan suit case which the tango teach- 
er had taken with her-'on her fatal 
trip to Wayne. She wa« lured there on 
the pretext that she was to Instruct a 
class in the new dance. In it was part 
of her clothing, and not far away the 
revolver with which Spencer killed her. 


Then began his extraordinary 
re- 
cltal of the murders he has commit- 
ted. 
Spencer asserted that he had 
the night. 
Spencer asserted he had 
sent the following to their graves and 
told repeatedly the manner of their 
going, although he admitted the list 
was not complete: 


Two farmers beaten to death at Zlon 
City, 111., and their bodies thrown into 
Lake Michigan.

WAS behind the bars at Joliet when 
Detective» Pennell and Devine were 
murdered. 


Although he is now Siald to be a 
PbUadelphlan, ^'Spencer" declared to 
th^ police Jn hi» confession that he 
wae a Chicago product. Ho is short, 
wai^hi al>oui: 146 pounds, wears glass-
